About 100 Sub * Inspectors of Police are in excess of the 
sanctioned strength of Andhra State and for whom Bs. 16,000/ — 
is being spent every mpnth and it is maintained for over 21 monthfil 
and thereby an amount of Ss. 3,16,000/- was spent from the 
peoples money unauthorisedly. There were about 200 sub i. 
Inspectors in estcess in the old Madras State and now 100 are in out? 
state* Por the maintenance of 200 S* leii 360 promoted Sub* 
Inspectors were reverted unjustly against the statiding rules and 
Govt* orders* I'hereby an equal iium,ber of fieaji Oonstables (360) 
were revei-te^ as Station Writers «ind an equal number of Station 
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writers were reverted as Constables and of the same number of 
Constables were sent home and some wore sent to other districts. 
Thereby the unjust act of the Head of the Department had 
affected 1440 officers to suffer irrepaidble loss and consequently 
7,200 souls (dependents of 1440) have been plunged into grief and 
some sustamed loss ot lives. An additional amount of Es, 3,45,600 was 
spent for the 360 reverted Sis who went onjleave for about Smonths 
subsequently after the reversions. An amount ol Bs^5040 was 
also spent for the reverted Head Constables and Station Writers 
who went on leave subsequently aitei reversious. Thereby a total 
amount of E^. 6, 65, 6^0 has been spent from the peoples money 
unneoesaariiy due to tiie inefficiency ol the officers The mistake 
committed is still continued and it is not rectified with the orders 
of the Government, That shows the indifference and arrogance 
of the Heads of the Department taking advantage of the frequent 
change of the personnel m the Government. Therefore I ask the 
Accountant General to audit the account immediately and take 
necessary action. The injustice caused by the Head made one 
of the sufferers to file a writ m the High court. Is it not shameful 
to have a writ filed against the Governments That shows the 
inefficiency ot the officers. In the interest of the Government, 
it is suggested that immediate steps may be taken and wrong 
doeis be punished; otherwise the people would deprecate the 
present Government as su(3h grave mistake and injustice was 
never done m the annals of Police Department. A great unpleasant 
ness and dissatisfaction ;s prevailing among the sufferrers which 
tnay lead to Chaos m the Government at the end*

Sri p. V. R GAJAPATHI RAJXJ:— Mr. Speaker, Sir, so far as the 
question of this cut motion is concerned, I feel rather delicate to 
express a "view point which seems perfectly logical from beginning 
to end* The tragedy of the whole thing seems to haye arisen because 
of the peculiar situation prevailing in Andbra Desa. All political 
parties are and should be subjective in their approach towards the 
solving of the problems. That is tho basis on which possibly most 
of the people join a political party or belong to a political party. 
However, there is a great variable between the political party in 
ofl&ce and the political parties which are in the Opposition. A political 
party in of&ce can by the very nature of the f aet that it occupies 
a position of authority and that too an executive authority, can 
express policies and promises which should and can be fulfilled. 
An Opposition party, on the other hand, al'ways necessarily expresses 
policies which it hopes to fulfil when it comes to ofBlce, and in a 
democratic systemj by the process of election, we expect, the opposition 
party expects to come into power and fulfil the promises it makes. 
That is the positioti in a democracy* So far as the Congress party 
is concerned, it is in a position now to do certain things because it 
is in office* It fulfils that basic and fundamental role of a political 
party in a democracyi Unfortunately if We examine the particular 
issue on hand, namely, the capital question, I am very sorry to state 
that the Congress party, for reasons best known to itself * has failed 
to come forward with a definite solution which it has the power td 
do. The Congress party, on the other hand* has consistently in thd 
lagt three months^ been utilising the capital issue more lot disrtipting 
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the political life and hUirmony oi our Siaio tljan for giving a dofinite 
lead or approach in tho solution of the probloi\i. Unlortanatoly or 
fortunately, as tho case may bo, tho Audhra State has tho artiiicial divicion 
of Eayalaseema and Oircars and a further division is now boinji intro- 
duced, or has already boon introduced by tho i)arty in oHice, by the 
creation of chicacolo and Vi2:aj>apatam as one block, sopartiiig it from 
the rest of the Oircars and what 1 may ctiU tho doltaic Oircars, 
consisting of East Godavan, West Godavari, Guntuv, Kistna and Nollore 
Districts* The Oongress party on tho occasion whon it had to give 
a definite lead in the matter of solving this ])n)bleni comes forward 
with the glorious ^suggestion that tho Capital should bo located in 
one of these three blocks in three years time to come. That was the 
first suggestion it made. Later on, it niado a f mother statement on 
the floor of the House that it would go to Viziagapataiu, and now the 
Obief Minister says that as the Capital issue has not boon solved, 
a non - official day in the next session or tho March session would be 
allotted for the discussion of this question. A careful aiialysis of 
the whole process makes it absolutely apparent that the Congress 
party today, because of its present regional composition - 1 do not want 
to appear communal - it is noi a question of being communal at all 
though the fact remains that tho Congress party has the iargest 
representation from a particular area which makes it ride on two 
horses at the same time - it is apparent that tho Ooxigross party today 
is unable to come to any definite solution. It keeps tolling the 
members of Eayalaseoma "We will keep tho Capital in Kurnool, but 
we only propose to move to Viijagapatam for tochiiical reasons of 
maintaining ourselves in oilico". That is the proposition that ii puts 
before its own people. On the other hand tho Oongross party as such docs 
not propose to treat the quebiion - or does not want oven to give us 
the benefit of doubt - as a matter that needs a solution from the 
standpoint of the whole of Andhra. It thinks that tho Capital issue 

should be kept a burning problem during tho next two or three years* 
You can keep telling the people o£ Vizagapatam that you propose 

to shift the capital there, you can keep telling tho people of Bayala 

seema that you are not goi^g to shift from here as long as you are 

tept in office, and by a process of blackmailing and other ways yon 

Will be collecting funds for the ostensible ^purpose of utilising thorn 

for Vizagapatam and Srikakulam and then proceed to show that you 

have pxpduced a Vamsadhara or some other project* A definite 'tmtoac 

is involved in this process. You cannot produce a project overnight 

and show that it is the Oongress party that has done it* In fact the 

.Congress party in Andhra has not got the resources to come forward 

jM3d develop these projects 03a ijifi own account.

Central Govomment is also ruled by the Congress partly. But I do not 
think that those Who conceived the five year plan proposed that the 
expansion of the five year plan was for the benefit of maintaining the 
Congress party in office and also for the good of the people. That was 
not the case and therefore I am sorry to say that when Delhi gives the 
money here we are kept in dark as the exact utilisation of those funds. 
For what I see, they are utilised for the purpose of not only maintaiiaing 
the Congress party in office but also incensing the regional feelings. 
I do not feel that there is any hope or future for the Andhra Desa if 
the party in power or any other political party attempts to bring about 
regional differences either to maintain itself in power or to continue 
its lease of life- 

I therefore revert to the theme that a political party should 
have a programme or view point to pursue, So far as my party is 
concerned, we think that a solution is necessary. Last time on the 
floor of this House I categorically stated, even at the expense of being 
misunderstood in my districts, that it is imnecesary for the town of 
Vizagapatam to be developed by any effort of a provincial Government. 
It is too strategic an area, too important an industrial centre, to require 
Government buildings for its development. 1 know I have been in 
difficulties for that because many responsible persons including an old 
colleague of mine in my party, went around in Vizagapatam and said 
that I am against the institution of the Capital in Vizagapatam. Of 
course time will record the fact as to whether this party which I 
represent or whether I myself had failed the district in doing some 
humble service which is in the power of my party. I have very little 
time and therefore I would like to see, so far as the question of this 
Capital issue is concerned, that some definite direction is made. There 
is no quetion of linking up the development of Eayalaseema with the 
Capital issue. Eayalaseema can be developed otherwise. An hon« 
Colleague of mine, Mr. M. V. Subba Seddy, went to the extent of sayinjj 
during the capital issue question in the Mardras Assembly, "We do not 
want capitals in Eayalaseema, but what we want is projects like 
Gandikota and Sidheswaram etc." To mix up capital issue with the 
development of particular areas sounds bad to my mind- Although 
I cannot categorically state that I would develop this particular area 
or that area, I feel that the whole of Andhra should be developed aoid 
when we have the resources at our disposal, we should develop such 
projects as yield the largest amount of benefit to the people* That is 
the stand I would take* If one part of our State is so poor ihat it is 
a total dragon the other parte of the State, such a whole cannot be 
healthy. If youx arms or legs wither away or are diseased, your body 
eannot survive. There is no question of t];be ^dhra Stete sarriving U 
Yizagapatam and Srikakulam are poor or if B^yaia^eema is poor. Tha^ 
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is what I would say to Eayalaseenia. If tho Andra State is to prosper 
there must be total unity. Therefore I suggest that we mubt onco and 
for all decide the qustion of the location of tho capita.1 an d novor raise 
it again m this Assembly and during the life of this Assembly, it may, 
be three years or one year or one day, I do not mind which, or whether 
there are elections tOmOrrOw or xn 1966. The capital issue must be 
finally closed for the benfit of the whole of Andhra Desa.
